May it pass to o ther sho ulders? 
The age o f wo nders has no t Ceased. 
America may yet put into the field an 
arm y destined to be greater 
111 achieve­ 
ment, in no bility, m mo ral grandeur, 
than the ho st o f lHfil, but it can never 
muster its co unterpart, bo rn in a like 
crisis, tried in like emergencies, tem p­ 
ered m tho same terrible tire. 
Again, while it is to o early to classi­ 
fy the fighting o f this war it must be 
stated that it will have to exceed in 
severity that o f all o ther wars in the 
nineteenth century in o rder that the 
bo ys o f to day shall co me o ut w ith bat­ 
tle reco rds wo rthy to be inscribed beside 
tho se o f the graybeards no w lo o king o n. 
It pro ved a herculean task these vet­ 
erans w ent abo ut m the days when 
their hearts were light with the flo w o f 
fresh 
yo ung 
blo o d—campaigns 
the 
severest kno wn to mo dern warfare, bat­ 
tles the blo o diest and mo st desperate o f 
the century, hardships which all the 
go ld that was ever mined co uldn’t tempt 
men to endure, no t even 111 this age o f 
bo asted physical hardiho o d. 
Take the era beginning with Napo ­ 
leo n’s reno wned explo its and ending 
w ith the Franco -Prussian war.

So o n after the w ar clo sed Majo r 
Stephenso n submitted to so me veterans 
a ritual fo r an o rganizatio n.

ences were held at Springfield, and in 
April, 1866, the first po st o f the Grand 
Army o f the Republic was o rganized at 
Decatur. A t that date there wen numer­ 
o us asso ciatio ns o f veterans in the co un* 
trv, 
o rganized under the 
name 
o f 
“ unio n’’ o r “ league” o r “ asso ciatio n” 
o r “ bro therho o d,” but so o ner o r later 
these went o ver to the new o rder. 
There was so mething abo ut the plan

the first six articles o f the o riginal co n­ 
stitutio n read as fo llo ws: 
“ Sectio n 1.—The so ldiers and sailo rs 
o f the vo lunteer fo rces o f the Fnited 
States, during the rebellio n o f lski-5, 
actuated by the impulses and co nvic­ 
tio ns o f patrio tism and o f eternal right 
and co mbined 
111 the stro ng bands o f 
fello wship and o f unity by the to ils, the 
dangers and the victo ries o f a lo ng and 
vigo ro usly waged war, feel themselves 
called upo n to declare in definite fo rm 
o f wo rds and in determined co -o perative 
actio n tho se principles and rules which 
sho uld guide the earnest patrio t, the 
enlightened freeman and the Christian 
citizen in his co urse o f actio n ami to 
agree upo n tho se plans and laws w hich 
sho uld go vern them in a united ami >ys- 
tetmitie wo rking metho d with which in 
so me measure shall be effected the pres­ 
ervatio n o f the grand 
results o f the 
war, the fruits o f their labo r and to il, 
so as to benefit the deserving and the 
wo rthy. 
“ Sec. 2. The results which are de­ 
signed to be acco mplished by this o r­ 
ganizatio n are as fo llo ws: 
“ F irst.—The preservatio n o f tho se 
kind and fraternal feelings which have 
bo und to gether with the stro ng co rds o f 
lo ve and aTeetio n the co mrades in anus 
o f many battles, sieges and marches. 
“ ¡Seco nd.—To make tho se ties avaii-

Aside fro m this every po st is co m­ 
p e lle d to m aintain a relief fund and 
ho ld sacred certain mo neys fo r the re­ 
lief o f needy so ldiers and sailo rs, their 
wido ws and 
o rp h a n s and dependents. 
The beneficent wo rk o f the o rder is no t 
restricted to members, but is extended 
to all veterans. M illio ns o f do llars have 
passed fro m the po ckets o f Grand Army 
men to the relief o f their less fo rtunate 
co mrades. 
On the average the veterans are no w 
passing the threesco re mark. 
Ho w lo ng 
w ill they remain upo n the stage 111 suffi­ 
cient numbers to give spirit to ceremo ­ 
nies co mmemo rating the civil war." In 
a decade and a half fro m no w we shall 
be celebrating the centennial o f victo ries 
at L undy’s Lane, Lake Cham plain and 
Baltimo re, also that o f Jackso n o ver 
Pakenham at New Orleans, and abo ut 
that time the semicentennial o f the 
clo sing battles o f the civil war. Is it a 
daring assumptio n 
to 
presume that 
there will then be living twice us m any 
veterans as there were bo ys in blue o u 
any o f the battlefields o f 1861-5? 
There are still living abo ut 1,000,000 
survivo rs o f the Unio n armies, and the 
m o rtality o f the who le perio d since the 
civil war has been excessive, yet that 
do es no t argue against m arshaling an 
arm y o f them in 1915. 
An excessive 
m o rtality fo r the decade fo llo wing the 
end o f the war was natural, but fo r tin- 
past 2 0 years the death rate amo ng vet­ 
erans has been less than that o f (‘L i l ­ 
ians o f the same age. So ldiers were dis­ 
charged o n acco unt o f wo unds and dis­ 
ease by the hundreds o f tho usands, and 
no do ubt death claimed victims fro m 
their ranks w ithin a few years at u rate 
three o r fo ur times greater than the 
average fo r civilians o f the same age. 
As has been stated, the death rate 
amo ng veterans has fallen o ft, and the 
veteran o f 60 has o ne chance 111 fo ur 
o f reaching 76 and o f taking part in the 
do uble celebratio n o f 1915, and each o f 
the 200,000 o r 300,000 alive at that date 
w ill have abo ut o ne chance in five o f 
reaching the age o f 86 as o ne o f the 40.- 
000 o r 50,000 then surviving. 
Reco rds o f lo ngevity amo ng veterans 
o f previo us 
American 
wars 
sustain 
these calculatio ns. 
In i860, 86 years 
after the end o f the Revo lutio nary war, 
u veteran who had served fo ur years 
died at the age o f 109. The last Revo lu­ 
tio nary pensio ner o n the regular ro ll 
died in 
1867 at the age o f 101. 
So me 
tim e abo ut 1945 to 1950 the G. A. R. 
survivo r bearing the distinctio n o f be­ 
ing the last will pass to the eternal 
camping gro unds.

It seems, from the reporte received 
this morning, that the Sixth Illinois 
regiment, including Go. G, was not 
present at the bloodless victory at the 
Port of Ponce, Porto Rico, but from 
Port Guanica were pushed toward the 
mountains, where a brilliant dash was 
made by Gen. Garrison's division at 
the town of Yauco, completely demor­ 
alizing the enemy fi forces, which Hed 
helter skelter to the mountains, aban­ 
doning their dead and wounded on the 
field. 
In this engagement the Sixth 
Illinois and Sixth Massachusetts bore 
the brunt of battle, and nobly acquitted 
themselves. 
A dispatch from Ponce, via St. Thom­ 


as says: 
A light before Yauco on Tuesday la-1 
was won by the American volunteers. 
The Spaniards ambushed eight com­ 
panies of the Sixth Massachusetts and 
Sixth Illinois regiments, but the enemy 
was repulsed and driven back a mile to 
a ridge, where the Spanish cavalry 
charged and was routed by our in­ 


fantry. 
General Garrison led the fight with 
the men from Illinois and Massachu­ 
setts, and the enemy 
retreated 
to 
Yauco, leaving four dead on the field 
and several wounded. 
None of our 
men was killed, and only four were 
slightly wounded. 
These belong in the 
Sixth Massachusetts. 
The Porto Kieansare glad the Am er­ 
ican troops have landed and say they 
are all Americans and will join our 
army. 
The roads are good for m ilitary pur­ 
pose-. 
Our troops are healthy, and 
General Miles says the campaign will 
be short and vigorous. 
The Sixth Massachusetts and the 
Sixth Illinois came to Porto Rico on 
the Dixie. 
The Dixie is largely manned by the 
Maryland Naval Reserve*.

The Salvation 
Army was run out of town.
